Harvard College will receive a legacy of

$50 000 for Its medical school under the will
of Dr George S. Hyde, which was filed in
the Suffolk probate court at Boston yester¬
day The gift to Harvard is in trust to use
In whatsoever way the trustees of the col¬
lege may deem best for the medical school.
Clara and Mildred Beggs, seven and eight

years old. daughters of Mr. and Mrs. Wil¬
liam Beggs, living near Royerton, Ind.,
were burned to death yesterday. Mr. and
Mrs. Beggs were so seriously Injured that
one and perhaps both of them may die.
Mrs. Beggs inhaled flames, and is horribly
burned aibout the body.
A peculiar and pathetic fate has over¬

taken the two children of Mrs. Marie Saa-
tangelo of Youngstown, Ohio, who were
forcibly separated from their mother by the
workings of the Immigration laws. The
children were to have been deported. En¬
rico, a boy of six. died Thursday of scarlet
fever, and Assunta, a girl of nine, is too ill
for the decree to be executed.

DBAW TENDER KILLED
JAMES C. PEJK> STRUCK BY ELEC¬

TRIC TRAIN.

While Attempting to Avoid Runaway
on Long; Bridge He Jumped in

Front of Motor.

James C. Peed, a watchman and engineer
employed on the old Long bridge, was
struck and instantly killed this morning
shortly after 10 o'clock by a southbound
train over the Washington. Alexandria and
Mount Vernon road on the draw of the
bridge. He was caught upon the fender
of the motor car and hurled several feet
through the air. His body was badly man¬
gled.
Peed sprang onto the railroad track to his

death in an attempt to avoid being injured
by a team which was dashing across the
vehicle roadway at a speed which indicated
that the horses were unmanageable. The
watchman had come down from the tower
above the draw ai»d was on h's way to the
small house on the north side o^,the draw
section when some one shouted to him to
look out for the rapidly approaching team.
Peed instantly jumped through the opening
at that point in the frame striK-ture divid¬
ing the roadway from the ra'lroad portionof the bridge. Instead of halting on tljemidway ledge, vliere he would have been
safe, he attempted to continue across the
track, and was at that moment struck bythe train. The man was not in a positionto see the approaching train until it was
upon him, and it is probable that he d d
not hear It until the instant before he waskilled.

Speed of Train Moderate.
The train, which was traveling at a

moderate rate, was stopped a short dis¬
tance from where Peed was first struck.
Motorman Charles Mumford of Alexan¬
dria was in the cab and Conductor A. A.
Davis, also of Alexandria, was In chargeoi' the train. They were temporarily de¬tained at the scene of the accident by Po¬liceman C. H. Cowne, who was on dutyon the bridge at the time and who .vas
an eyewitness of the accident. Under di¬rection from police headquafters bothtrainmen were permitted to depart aftergiving their statement of llie affair.

Accident Unavoidable.
From the account of the motorman and

conductor, and from what he saw him¬
self, Policeman Cowne was convinced
that the killing was an unavoidable ac¬
cident.
James W. Talbott, ,a bridge carpenter,

was also an eye-witness of the affair, and
his statement coincided with that of thepoliceman and the trainmen . The train;it was stated, had received the signal thatthe way across the draw was clear.
Coroner Nevitt was notified and the re¬mains were removed to the morgue. The

coroner had not viewed the body up to alate hour this afternoon, but it is said thathe will probably issue a certificate of acci¬dental death.
Peed was fifty-six years of age and hadbeen employed as keeper of the draw onthe Ixing bridge for the past six years. It

was his duty to operate the machinerywhich controls the movements of the draw.He leaves a wife and several grown chil-

Mrs. Lulu Dulin of 110 C street northwesf,
tills city, were indicted for shoplifting, are
fictitious. The persons giving the names

city. At the time of the arrest of tlie two
